MORE INTERNET WOES 

Last month I mentioned the problems that I had with my local Internet provider in 
January. There were two different outages for periods of 3 or 4 days in February as well.

If you had trouble with messages bouncing when you tried to send something 
to me, be advised that the problems have been solved, and you can resend whatever you 
were trying to get to me. I'm sorry for any inconvenience. You will note the new e-mail 
address I have listed here this month. The old one still works, but as an alias. I did have 
some trouble with the alias address in February, although this seems to be fixed. To be 
on the safe side, you could use the address listed here, which has been slightly more 
reliable. 

GIFFORD PINCHOT CLANDESTINE LOGS 

I was in attendance at the latest DXpedition from February 5 through 8 in Pennsylvania 
"at Gifford Pinchot State Park, located between Harrisburg and York. Also in attendance 
at this event were well known DXers Fred Kohlbrenner (Mr. Pennant), NASWA 
President Rich D'Angelo, and Kulpsville Winterfest Gang of Three member Kris Field. I 
logged several clandestine stations while there, using my Watkins Johnson HF-1000 
receiver and a 500 foot longwire strung out into the woods. So, for a change I'll turn part 
of the Clandestine Profile into a loggings column. 

ANGOLA - VORGAN- 6225 1955-2015+ 2/6/98. African local news, into program of 
Afro-pop mx. Poor on the hour in SSB ute slop, but better later in the broadcast. This one 
is of course no longer considered to be a clandestine, since it is under orders to maintain 
private ownership, but there is still some controversy about whether it is complying with 
the mandate. It comes in pretty well, so it's a good target. 

ETHIOPIA - V. of Tigray Revolution- 5500 0405-0415+ 2/7/98. Not much of interest 
here in the programming, which was long OM talks in a local language. Occasional 
instrumental music bridges into another similar talk segment. 

IRAQ- V. of Islamic Revolution in Iraq- 7295//9610 0235-0245+ 2/7/98. Koran chant, 

into long talk by OM announcer in Mideast LL and several mentions if Iraq. 

IRAQ- V. of the Iraqi People- 9568.5 2036-2045 2/6/98. Tchaikovski classical mx, into 

OM talks w/many mentions of Iraq and then AA mx. • » 

IRAQ- V. of the Mojahed- 5660pv 0345-0400+ 2/8/98. Bubble jammer chasing a 

clandestine up and down this general area of the band or two. 

NIGERIA - R. Kudirat Nigeria- 620. 1 presume the clandestine was this one. Both the 
station and jammer jumped frequencies every minute 5 1902-1930+ 2/6/98. Usual EE 
program w/several ID's as R. Kudirat Nigeria, the V. of Democracy. Mild mannered 
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criticism of Nigeria, including complaints about inflation in the economy and local news. 
This one uses the Sentech transmitter site in South Africa. 



NIGERIA- V. of Free Nigeria- 1 1645 1922-1959* 2/7/98. Long interview in EE of OM 
by a second OM w/criticism of current state of affairs in Nigeria. The guy being 
interviewed was referred to frequently as "Mr. President" by the guy interviewing him. 
Sudden QRT at the end of the hour in mid-sentence; the transmitter time must have been 
paid for only up to that point. This show is aired only once a week on Saturdays. 
BBCMS notes that Glenn Hauser, citing research by clandestine expert Hans Johnson, 
said on the February 7 World of Radio show that based on international registrations, the 
Julich DW transmitter in Germany is probably the source of this broadcast. But, BBCMS 
says that aerial bearings indicate that this one comes from an African transmitter site, 
probably in Algeria. 

SOUTH KOREA - V. of National Salvation- 4450//4560 1300 2/6/98. Both rather 
weak, w/4450 having slightly better level. Usual mix of mx and propaganda in Korean. I 
saw on BBCMS that the North Koreans closed down their loudspeaker broadcasts at the 
border as an economy move, but the SWBC transmitters obviously still on the air. 
(unid)- 4 1 70 0430 2/6/98. Mix of OM talks and Arabic mx. Probably a clandestine, but I 
got no clear ID and could find nothing listed here. But, I seem to remember that some of 
the Iraq stations use this range. 

(Jamming)- 994 1 1 830 2/6/98. Not sure why this bubble jamming was here, as no station 
heard underneath. I don't think Cuba uses much in the way of bubble jamming, but if this 
was from there, it was a waste of wattage as La Voz del CID has been inactive here for 

In addition to these clandestine logs, I heard an unusual signal in the MW expanded band 
that probably is a pirate or low power broadcaster of some sort. The signal was in FM. 
.Has anybody else been hearing this? Here's the log: 
WYSA- 1615.3v FM 0126-0159+ 2/8/98. Program of extremely ancient rock oldies 
w/occasional remarks by OM announcer. ID partially tentative, might have been WISA 
or similar. Transmitter FMing badly, but reasonably fair modulation in FM mode of HF- 
1000. Those using Drakes at the DXpedition reported that the FM mode would not 
demodulate this signal. Drifted up at least 1 .5 kHz during period monitored. I seem to 
remember reading something in a bulletin about a station in Virginia coming from a high 
school, but I can't remember those details or if this is it. Heard no address announced. 

NICK GRACE'S CLANDESTINE RADIO INTEL 

Nick Grace, who is well known to ACE members because of his excellent work for many 
years as the editor of the ACE DiaLogs loggings column, has made some major updates, 
upgrades, and content extensions to his outstanding Clandestine Radio Intel internet web 
site. This site has become a virtually indispensable tool for clandestine radio DXers. A

clandestine material. Nick should get an award for this great service! Just about all 
currently operating clandestines are covered by the site. Nick includes background 
material on the group operating the station, including known links to internet web sites 
that are operated by the groups and/or their clandestine stations. He also inserts recent 
loggings information for the stations, often coming from material printed inCumbre DX.

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ISRAEL PIRATES 



Our ACE Editor Steve Rogovich sends in an Associated Press article that was printed in 
the February 14 edition of The Virginian Pilot newspaper covering the Jerusalem ultra- 
Orthodox Israeli pirate stations including the Voice of Soul and Voice of the Heart. The 
article points out that dozens of these religious pirates are operating in Israel, the best 
known of which is Arutz 7 (Channel 7 in English). BBCMS, citing the Israeli newspaper 
Ha'aretz', estimates that 115 pirate stations are currently operating in Israel, including 40 
ultra-Orthodox religious stations, 20 Arabic language stations, and 55 "commercial 
stations of a general nature." BBCMS, citing the Ma'ariv' newspaper in Tel Aviv, notes 
that Arutz 7 was nearly shut down by Israel police in January, but that security sources 
and the Israeli Prime Minister influenced the authorities to abort the bust. Israeli Public 
Security Minister Avigdor Qahalani was quoted as saying that the Prime Minister asked 
that the authorities should "leave Arutz 7 alone and not close it, because it is going to 
become a legal radio in another three months anyway." BBCMS reports that other Israeli 
pirates including the English language Radio West on 102.8 MHz are hoping to acquire 
broadcast licenses. 

If you would like to listen to their programming, Arutz 7 maintains a web site at 
http://www.virtual.co.il/news/news/arutz7 on the internet. They send out a live audio 
stream using RealAudio, mostly in Hebrew, but there are two brief English segments 
each week that are listed in a schedule found on the site. You may wish to check out this 
service.

potential military attacks by the USA. Republic of Iraq Radio is occasionally heard on 9715 
kHz from 0700-1000 UTC, even more occasionally on 1 1785 kHz after 1000 UTC, and 
-Once again this month the BBC Monitoring Service has published a variety of 
information that is of interest to clandestine chasers. All of it would not fit into the 
limited space available in the Monitoring Times Outer Limits column, so thanks to Bob 
Grove and Rachel Baughn at MT, we'll survey the overflow here in The ACE. 
Albania. According to Rilndja Demokratike in Tirana, the Nationi 
of Albanian Prime Minister Fatos Nano and the Albanian National 
Fatos Klosi have been jamming Voice of America broadcasts. 
Guyana. The Cana news agency in Bridgetown reported that the Guyana Broadcasting 
Corporation experienced a bomb scare on January 7. On January 5 and 6 the privately 
owned National Television Network suffered from bomb explosions at their studio in Le 
Meridien Pegasus Hotel, badly injuring the face of a guard. Apparently no bombs 
materialized at GBC, but they did play non-stop music on Radio Roraima, the Voice of 
Guyana, and 98.1 Hot FM in the morning of January 7 while the bomb threat was 
investigated. 

Indonesia. In a broadcast at 0600 UTC on January 30, RRI Jakarta said that during a talk 
with journalists, Professor Muladi, rector of Diponegoro University in Semarang, urged 
students of the university "not to believe in poisonous internet sites which were making 
provocations to undermine national unity." Muladi claimed that :political adventurers" 
were making "provocations" prior to the 1998 General Session of the Indonesian People's 
Consultative Assembly. I list this item because as we see this month (see Israel below 
and the Nick Grace item above), an increasing proportion of clandestine siation activity 
is being seen on the internet, not just on shortwave and MW/FM broadcasts. 
Iraq. With the USA potentially planning military action against Saddam Hussein, this 
country is of considerable interest to clandestine DXers as usual. BBCMS, citing a 




January 10 Arabic language report on the clandestine Voice of the Iraqi People, said that 
the clandestine claimed that Hussein plans a new media network in Europe that is 
designed to remedy the "regime's isolation." A satellite television channel and new 
newspapers targeted to Europe and the USA are supposedly in Iraq's immediate future 
plans. BBCMS notes the schedules of Iraq shortwave stations, which could become 
important to DXers during any sometimes on 1 1292 kHz after 2000 UTC. Mother of 
battles radio, targeted at other Middle Eastern countries, was noted by BBCMS on 
February 7 from 1715-2100 UTC on 9715 kHz. The Voice of Youth in Baghdad only 
uses 1084 kHz MW, so would be inaudible in North America. BBCMS says that the 
Voice of the Masses and Radio Iraq International "have not been observed recently." 
Nicaragua. According to Nicaraguan Canal Cuatro TV, the Nicaraguan Institute of 
Social Security (INSS) seized Radio Sandino on January 23. This formerly clandestine 
broadcaster has "outstanding debts" of nearly $4 million cordobas, which Radio Sandino 
director-general Conrado Pineda says that the station has been trying to make 
arrangements to pay. Pineda accused the government of attacking freedom of expression 
by a politically motivated asset si 
maintain its broadcasts anyway, a 
agreement regarding the debt." 

Paraguay. President Juan Carlos Wasmosy ordered that the government closure of 
Radio Uno on February 2 should be canceled. The station was shut down because of an 
on-air "prank" by Juan Pastoriza during his Sunday evening, show on February I, in 



Venezuela. The Venezuelan newspaper El Universal web site reported January 23 that 
Radio Metropolitana (1550 MW) and TOP 97.1 FM in Los Teques were attacked by 
-armed guerrillas. Wearing military uniforms and armed with 12 gauge shotguns, the 
militants tied up a guard and disrupted the signals of the stations. The armed men stole 
station equipment valued at $100 million bolivares. Police and station personnel said that 
theft was the apparent motive, and that they armed men did not appear to be a; 
with a known guerrilla group.

I his station unci Stephen Duniiilri hnvr lunll kits mid whole trnnsmitters and sent 
them the world over for humanitarian reasons- nnd ns much ns I detevl Uw I InltCd Nntions, he has 
supplied them, too. I got a copy of the kit's instructions, which nrc pretty well written, with n layout 
of parts on the board. The transmitter is tunable, with a fine tuning control to tweak it right on 
frequency. Even though it is rated for 6 watts, some operators say it'll develop more at the cost of 
audio quality. FRB has made some improvements to their design, such as adding ferrite beads in 
critical spots for RF protection, as builders of their kits have done in the past. 1 suppose this is to 
prevent RF bleedover into the frequency control, to make tilings more stable. The transmitter can 
operate from a 1 2 volt battery, motorcycle or gel cell, for a portable unit, or from a well-regulated 12 
volt power supply. FRB warns about using certain CD players' headphone jack, as it will tend to 
overdrive the FRB 6 waiter (as any other TX!). If your CD or tape player has a "line out" jack, it'll 
be a true match for the input of the transmitter. 

Looking at my latest copy of the FRB catalog, I don't see a 6 watter. just an improved 5 watter rated 
at 5 to 6 watts (probably the right one) for $55. Needless to say, it is against FCC rules & regs to 
use this in the U.S.A.! For a copy of their catalog, write Free Radio Berkeley, 1442 A Walnut St..

TV TRANSMITTER: In the Dec. 1-7 issue of OnSat Magazine, "Dr. Dish" fielded a letter from a 
reader about wanting to broadcast his incoming satellite signal through his home on an unused TV 
channel. He first mentioned connecting an antenna directly to the output of the receiver, but warned 
it would be in violation of FCC rules & regs! "Dr. Dish" recommended the WAVECOM. It 
transmits video and stereo audio (for TV sets so equipped), or monaural sound, using a microwave 
carrier of 2.4 GHz. This is much better than the old 900 MHz links that would fade if someone 
walked in the path of the signal. A standard RF modulator can be used to convert the signal to 
channel 3 or 4 to any TV set within 300 feet of the transmitter. Reception is touted to be as good as 
if coming on a line from the satellite receiver itself. WAVECOM is made by RF Link Technology 
of Torrance , CA (310) 787-237.8 and retails for about $800 for a transmitter and receiver pair. That 
about wraps it up for this go •round!

It appears that the counting station has returned for a semi-regular sked on 5407. The 
English-language version (E5) has been showing up here at 0100 UTC the past few 
nights. I haven't logged it myself, so I don't know if the messages being sent are the 215 
group messages probably used for copy practice. It's worth keeping an ear on. 

Quite a few numbers monitors have asked what the purpose of cut numbers sent In 
Morse code are. To understand why cut numbers are used, we should first take a look at 
the Morse characters for each number: 

1 - Dl DAH DAH DAH DAH 

2 - Dl Dl OAH DAH DAH 

3 - D! Dl Dl DAH DAH 

4 - Dl Dl Dl Dl DAH 

5 - Dl Dl D! Dl DIT 

6 - DAH Dl Dl DIT 

7 - DAH DAH Dl Dl DIT 

3 - DAH DAH DAH Dl DIT 
9 - DAH DAH DAH DAH DIT 
0- DAH DAH DAH DAH DAH 



Numbers are the longest Morse characters (excluding punctuation) with e 
consisting of five elements, each element consisting of a single dlt or dah. When you are 
sending a message consisting of numbers, it is convenient to shorten some of the 
characters to save time. This is why the ex-KGB stations use a T Instead of "0." It 
makes sense to only send one dah instead of five when the recipient knows that it stands 
for 0 instead of T. When you look at the numbers 1-3, it's obvious that the only difference 
- in the Morse characters is in the first three elements and for numbers 8-0, the only 
difference is in the last three elements. Therefore, if you want to save time when sending a 
long string of numbers, you can shorten them by "cutting" part of each character off. 
Since 5 consists of all dits, and 0 of all dahs, we can shorten them do one dlt £ one dah, 
respectively. If we cut the last three elements of numbers 1-3, and the first three elements 
of 7-9, we will be left with the following characters: 
1234567890 
AUV4E8BNT 

This is a cut number system that is in use, although it hasn't been seen much recently. 

Another cut number system I have seen uses the following: 

1234567890 

AU34567DNT 

This is a variation of what we have seen, without changing the middle five numbers. This 
works a little better in my opinion because there's no chance that V will be mistaken for 4, 
and B mistaken for 6, which are common errors. 

The system in use by the Cuban stations, however doesn't follow this system at all, and 
could possibly be a simple letter-number substitution. The characters are as follows: 
1234567890 
ANDUWRIGMT 

These are the shortest Morse characters, excluding E, so they were probably chosen for 
this purpose. Personally I think it makes it more confusing to get the numbers right using 
this system than if they sent whole numbers. 

There may be a wide variety of cut number systems in use around the world, but these 
are the most common. Cut numbers are not only used by numbers stations, but by 
various military stations as well. I hope this gives you an understanding of what cut
